FOUR PROJECTS 
ARE SUGGESTED 
FOR BOROUGH; 
MNE APPROVED 


At intervals during the Monday 


evening session of council a total 
of four separate projects—three of 
them under the W. p. A. and the 
fourth an N. Y. A. undertaking- 
were submitted to council for con- 
sideration and approval. In each 
case the borough or individual resi- 
dents would be required to provide 
materials while federal funds supply 
the labor. 


One that received favorable com- 


ment, although no formal action 
was taken in the matter, was a pro- 
posal made more than a month ago 
by A. M. Schroyer, district engineer 
for the W. P. A., that curb and 
pavement building and repairing be 
undertaken here with the W. P. A. 
providing the labor and private pro- 
perty owners buying materials and 
paying for use of the equipment. 


Councilmen recalled that about a 


year ago more than 80 notices were 
sent out to owners of properties 
where there were no pavements or 
where walks are in need of repair. 
It has been estimated that the labor 
provided by the federal funds would 
cut the cost of the work in half for 
the property owner. 


Suggests Building Streets 


Another 
communication 
from 


Schroyer, through a member of 
council, asked whether the borough 
body would consider a street-build- 
ing program to give employment to 
from 40 to 60 available W. P. A. 
workmen here who would be paid 
by federal funds. 
The 
borough 


would have to furnish materials and 
equipment. Surfacing work in the 
northeast section of town and grad- 
ing~of~new streets already ordained 
near the Warner hospital in the 
southwestern part of town was sug- 
gested but councilmen showed no 
interest in the proposals, presumably 
because of the borough expenditures 
involved- 


Clyde Bream, N. Y. A. official, re- 


ported that boys under his super- 
vision are making street markers for 


I Gettysburg under the sponsorship of 
-•the Gettysburg Lions cltlb. Bream 
said that there are about 100 street 
intersections in the town and that 
40 of them are on the main streets. 
He said the sign-board materials 
would cost about 72 cents per unit 
and that a proposed metal standard 
would cost S3.25. He said the main 
street intersections could be marked 
for about S150, but said he would 
seek the assistance of the Rotary 
club and other local organizations 
Jn raising the necessary money if 
the borough were not in position to 
make the appropriation. 
Council 


agreed that other possible sources of 
funds should be investigated. 
Consider York Street Sewer Need 
The question of finding a way to 


build a storm sewer along the lower 
end of York street where the street 
is to be widened and re-surfaced 
came before council again. W. H. 
Jones, district state highway engi- 
neer, came before council again with 
regard to the matter and suggested 
that the sewer might be placed as 
a W. P. A. project but told of the 
need for prompt action. 
He said 


project approval might require sev- 
eral months. 


The suggestion was made that the 


surface water be allowed to drain 
over fields along the highway or in 
a ditch that could be opened. The 
storm sewer already is provided for 
in plans approved for the street 
work. Jones reported that an at- 
tempt to secure federal funds since 
his last visit here to help in financ- 
ing the storm sewer had met with 
no success.

Councilmen Score Action of 
Citizens at 'Meter9 Session 


Echoes of the special parking me- 


ter session of council two weeks ago 
were heard Monday evening when 
Councilman J. Price Oyler took the 
floor shortly before midnight to 
denounce the "ungentlemanly" con- 
duct of the 100 or more local citi- 
zens who appeared at that session 
to protest the erection of parking 
meters. 


"They were here by the courtesy 


of council," Oyler declared and di- 
rected that his feelings about the 
manner in which the citizens be- 
haved be recorded on the minutes. 
"When they applauded it was a slap 
in the mouth to me. I don't know 
how you other fellows felt about 
it." he said. 


The councilman declared that if 


a similar circumstance occurs at any 
future meeting he will move for 
adjournment. That decision was 
endorsed by several members of 
council. 


With the subject before them. 


once more several councilmen com- 
mented. Clyde Berger said, "the gen- 
eral public is turning for the park- 
ing meters more every day." C. W. 
Epley said that people who are op- 
posed to the meters do not under- 
stand the manner in which they 
will operate. 


He declared there is a widespread 


misunderstanding 
of 
the 
hours 


through which the meters would 
run. They would not operate on 
Sundays or holidays, he said, and 
added that the hours of operation 
would probably be from 8 a. m. to 
8 p. m. "I have material right here 
that will convince any business man 
that parking meters are the thing 
for Gettysburg'," he declared as he 
exhibited a book of letters, photo- 
graphs 
and 
newspaper 
articles 


about the meters in "cities and 
towns of all sizes." Epley hit "the 
rotten, 
two-year-old 
propaganda 


from the A. A. A..'" that was pre- 
sented to council at the special ses- 
sion. 


At a session that lasted until mid- 


night. Gettysburg borough council- 
men on Monday evening set a ten- 
tative "ceiling" of $40.700 on borough 
expenditures for this year and de- 
ferred until a special meeting to be 
held in about two weeks the prob- 
lem of securing revenues to meet 
anticipated expenditures. 


Councilmen emphasized the state- 


ment that they have no intention 
of spending $40,700 this year, but set 
the budget at that level for their 
own "protection" in view of the new 
state law, quoted Monday evening 
as providing that councilmen must 
make up expenditures over the bud- 
getary limits. 


The budget proposed for this year 


is $5,700 above that of 1937. Presi- 
dent Ray M. Hoffman told the bor- 
ough fathers that on the basis of 
receipts during the last several years 
he places probable 1938 receipts at 
331,900 without new revenue sotu-cesrfmceting-three regular police officers 


Tax Increase Hinted 


Although no action on taxing 


measures was taken and there was 
little discussion directly on that sub- 
ject, remarks by councilmen indi- 
cated that an increase in the levy 
on real estate this year is a fore- 
gone conclusion. Sewer rentals on 
a lower scale than that established 
in an ordinance five years ago, 
which'was never placed in opera'- 
tion because of opposition from ho- 
tel keepers and Gettysburg college 
authorities, will be considered as an 
additional source of income for the 
town at the next meeting. 


The 1937 borough tax rate on real 


estate was 11 mills for general and 
five for special purposes. Opinions 
of councilmen expressed Monday 
evening differed on the promptness 
with which the borough debt should 
be wiped out by increased levies on 
real estate. 


The 
budget 
discussion 
was 


launched by President 
Hoffman, 


chairman of the old finance com- 
mittee, who stated that he had 
called the finance committee to- 
gether earlier in the day and that 
a proposed budget had been pre- 
pared. He read the 1937 budget, 
the amount by which each depart- 
ment's expenditures had fallen be- 
low or climbed above those figures 
and then named the amount sug- 
gested for appropriation to the vari- 
ous departments. 


Scores Tax Collections 


President Hoffman declared that 


expenditures in 1937 had exceeded 
the budget by only $1,716 although 
the receipts for 1937 were more than 
$4,000 under the figure paid out. 


He asserted that "emergencies and 


special 
donations" 
that 
totaled 


$2,799 last year were to blame for 
council going beyond the budget. 
He listed the furniture companies' 
strike which ^called for extra police 
officers and~ih"difectly for a" new 
police car; special night watchman 
at the engine house during the 
strike and after the old siren failed; 
the cost of the state armory site, 
and a $500 expenditure for mos- 
quito eradication (not provided for 
in the 1937 budget) as unforseen de- 
mands upon borough funds. 


President Hoffman pointed out 


further that poor tax collections had 
caused receipts to fall below expec- 
tations. He told of total outstand- 
ing taxes of nearly $18,000 at the 
first of this year in the general fund 
alone with over $8,000 of that! 
amount yet owing on the 1937 dupli- 
cate. 


Favor Sewer Rental Plan 


The budget discussion brought 


from Burgess C. A. Heiges the sug- 
gestion that at least two mills of 
the general tax levy be ear-marked 
for debt reduction. He urged that 
while the budgets of maximum ex- 
penditures could be set for each de- 
partment an agreement should be 
reached at the next meeting that 
each committee would spend no 
more than a set amount—below the 
budget figure. 


A suggestion by E. C. Schriver. a 


visitor at the council meeting, that 
the $70,000 sewage disposal plant 
could 
be 
made self-supporting 


through sewer rental charges was 
echoed by the burgess who produced 
the ordinance adopted in 1932 and 
which the burgess said had never 
been legally repealed.

STAMP FAME 


•T'HE collecting of stamps is one of the most educational of hobbies. I 
^ recall the enthusiasm that swept over me when I began to collect as a 
very small boy. I wanted to know all about the faces that appeared 
upon them, and about the other pictures that seemed so beautifully 
engraved. 


Stamps commemorating great events, discoveries, inventions, and the 


like are highly instructive. There is one thing, however, that has always 
puzzled me. Why do the stamps, especially the United States stamps, 
always contain the portraits of dead people? And why do the larger 
denominations contain the lesser famous? 


I would like to see on stamps the faces of those who yet live! I would 


like to see men and women honored who still work, create, and spread 
useful service about the world. I would like to see on stamps the faces 
of quiet, long working scientists, who .never seek the glare of publicity. 
but who work so sacrificially in their laboratories, seeking out new dis- 
coveries to make life safer and the world a, better place in which to live. 
I would like to see the faces of great inventors on our stamps, and fewer 
warriors and statesmen. And I would like to see the faces of artists and 
poets upon them. Youth should glorify their service to the world. 


I would like to see a few of our great, unselfish business men honored 


thus on stamps. Why not? Are they not the great contributors to 
governmental success and happy homes? And why not. fittingly, some 
honor bestowed on the humbler workers in human life? The barber, the 
clerk, the farm worker, the policeman, the taxi driver— they all make up 
tlie building and preservation of a nation.

Income Tax Data 


Exemption Allowed Head of Family 


A head of a family is defined by 


income-tax regulations as "an in- 
dividual who actually supports and 
maintains in one household one or 
more persons who are closely con- 
nected with him by bloocl ic- 
lationship. relationship by marriage, 
or by adoption, and whose right to 
exercise family control and provide 
for these dependent individuals is 
based upon some moral or legal 
obligation." The exemption allowed 
a head of a family is $2,500. The 
phrase "in one household" may be 
interpreted as meaning the tax- 
payer's 
personal 
residence, 
an 


apartment, rooms in a boarding 
house, hotel, etc. 


Under certain circumstances it is 


not necessary that the taxpayer and 
his dependents live under one roof 
during the entire taxable year m 
order that the taxpayer may be 
allowed 
the 
exemption. If 
the 


common home is maintained and 
the parent is away on business or a 
child is away at school or on a visit, 
the exemption is allowable. More- 
over, if a parent is obliged to main- 
tain his dependent children with 
relatives or in a boarding 
house, 


while he lives elsewhere, the exemp- 
tion still applies. If. however, with- 
out necessity, the dependent makes 
his home elsewhere, the benefactor 
is not the head of a family. 


The same rule is applicable to the 


term "living together" in the case of 
husband and wife. If occasionally 
and temporarily 
the 
husband is 


away on business or the wife on a 
visit, the common home being main- 
tained, the $2,500 exemption still 
applies. The unavoidable absence of 
husband or wife at a 
aoes not preclude the

Athens. Feb. 8 (AP)—Prince Nic- 


olas, 66, father of the Duchess of 
Kent of England, died today after a 
month's illness following hardening 
of the arteries and kidney trouble. 


Nicolas was the youngest brother 


of the late King ConsUintine and an 
uncle of the present King George 
II. 


The Duke and Duchess of Kent 


were en route to Athens from Mu- 
men at the time of his death. 


At the time of the Greek royalist 


coup in 1935. one Paris group of 
monarchist exiles wanted Nicolas 
for king, but he deferred to George's 
restoration. 


He was married to Helen, daugh- 


ter of the Grand Duke Vladimir of 
Russia, to whom were born three 
daughters. Marina who married the 
Duke of Kent in November, 1934; 
Olga. married to Regent Prince Paul 
of Yugosalvia. and Elizabeth, wife 
of Count Tocrring. 


A writer and painter. Prince Nic- 


olas held exhibitions of his paint- 
ings in London and Paris, nnd cre- 
ated a literary stir In 1928 with pub- 
lication of his "political memoirs" 
in which he defended King Con- 
stantino from charges of pro-Gcr- 
manLsm.
